1 BE EXCU 
AT CHRISTMAS 


Orthodox Parents Will Take 
Children From Schools 
One Day. 


MOVEMENT IS GENERAL

Residents of Ghetto Will Take 
No Part in the Usual 
Exercises. 











Twenty thousand orthodox Jewish pu- 
pils will be withdrawn for one day from 
the public schools in the Ghetto, if the 
movement started by the Zion Council 


against participation in the Christmas 
exercises continues to gain strength 
among parents. 

The religious significance of Christ- 
mas is the objection to celebration of 
the day by: children of parents who do 
not uphold the Christian belief in the 
festival. A card promulgated by the 
Zion Council reads: 


“To the Principal: Owing to the fact 


j that I desire to raise my children as 


Jews, I do not care for them to partic!- 
pate in a Christmas festival.’ 

The card is being signed by Jewish 
parents and given to their children to 
the various 
schools. 

The Vorsteher, the daily paper printed 
in’ Hebrew and having ar extensive cir- 
culation in the Ghetto, has been pub- 
lishing editorials upon the subject and 
has carried the card in {ts columns. 


‘Note. Precipitated Discussion. 
This coupon is being liberally clipped 


‘and used by parents. 


Jacob M. Wolfsohn, editor of the Vor- 
steher, one of whose sons is exchange 
editor of the Carnation, the magazine 
publishéd by pupils of the McKinley 
High School, and another of whom is a 
pupil in*the Carr Street School, said to 
a -Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The discussion of the Christmas cel- 
ebration was induced by a note sont 
through. the children to their parents by 
teachers of the kindergarten  depart- 


nents of the various schools. -Daidigi®: | 
ah original of which I will n Ow 


you, was taken by an influential Jewish 
parent to the Zion Council. 

“The note read: “To the Parents: Tha 
little children of the Carr Kindergarten 
are preparing for their annual Christ- 
mas entertainment, to be given Dec. 23. 
Kindly contribute 25 cents toward mak- 
ing it a success. Yurself and friends 
fre invited to attend. Respectfully 
yours, (Miss) M. McGrath, directress.' ”’ 

“The Council was asked for an ex- 
pression and after considering the mat- 
ter,” continued Mr. Wolfsohn, ‘‘the cou- 
pon carried in this paper was written 
and given out for publication. The Zion 
Council is made up of delegates of the 
eight Zion societies in St. Louis. They 
are Bnai, Dorshei, Daughters of Zion, 
Young Men and Ladies of Ziongate and 
four junior societies. The Zion Council 
is a member of the National Zion Feder- 
ation, with headquarters in New York, 
where recently objections have bee 
made to the celebration of Christmas in 
the public schools, because of its. relig- 
ious aspect. 


Will Withdraw Children, 


“The Jews of St. Louis do not go_so 
far as to ask that such a celebration 
be eliminated from the schools, even in 
the district where their children form 
much the' larger percentage of the en- 
roliment. If the minority care to have 
the celebration the Jewish parents will 
simply not let their children attend the 
exercises.”’ 

Principa! Joseph H. Foy of the Patrick 
Henry School at Tenth and Biddle 
streets, which has the heavicst Jewish 
enrollment in the Ghetto, said: ‘I have 
instructed the teachers that when they 
receive these printed slips or any re- 
quests from parents that they excuse 
the pupil] from attending the Christmas 
exercises. However, no songs or other 
exercises having the slightest allusion 
to the religious significance. of Christ- 
mas are used.” 

The principals of the Jefferson School, 
Ninth and Wash streets; the Carr 
School, Fifteenth and Carr streets; the 
Franklin, Lucas avenue and Seven- 
teenth streets: the Carr Lane, Twenty- 
third and Carr streets; the Divoll, Day- 
ton, near Garrison avenue, and the Stod- 
dard, Lucas and Ewing avenues, all 
having a heavy enrolment of Jewish pu- 
pils, have taken the same course. 

Superintendent of Schools Soldan told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the cus- 
tom here is to handle such questions 
with much more discretion that many 
other cities in the country seem to be 
doing. He said no objection would be 
made to parents withdrawing their chil- 
dren from Christmas celebration,

George Howard's father and mother 
belonged to Beverley Allen during the 
days of slavery. They were old “Un- 
Cle Martin” and “Aunt Lucy” and were 
freed by Mr. ‘Allen’s will in 1845, but 
continued in the sérvice of the faimily. 
George was born and grew up with his 
“white folks,’ as he always called the 
family. .The iate Nat Yeatman, son of 
James E. Yeatman, was the idol of the 
vourg negro’s heart He hunted with 
the sons of the-old families who lived 
on the old Bellefontaine road, as North 
Broadway Was thet called. 

When Isaac H. Sturgeon married pret- 
ty Nannie Allen, George was the major’ 
domo of the occasion. 

Miss Angelica Yeatman (Virginia Car- 
vel of ‘“‘The: Crisis,’’ who lived-at Glen- 
coe, where the dance mentioned in the 
first part of the novel was held), mar- 
ried Alfred Carr in 1859.

DOUBLE EAGLE DOESN'T 
WEAR ITS “PANTALOONS” 


The néw $20 gold pieces, designed so 
as to conform better with the tastes of 
bankers, are now in circulation. The 
new design substantially cenveys St. 
Gauden’'s ideas, but bas been altered in 
detalls to such an extent that praise 
and admiration have supplanted the 
criticisrn which broke several weeks ago 
when the original coin left the Phila- 
deiphia mint. 

The new, double eagle can be stacked 
quite as easily as any other coin. The 
high relief to which bankers found ob- 
jection has beeg reduced, though both 
sides are artistically convex, the eagle 
and the goddess standing out boldly. 

The new design virtually is a compro- 
mise with regard to the “pantalooned”’ 
eagle. It cannot be said that the de- 
signer dispensed with the leg adornment 
of the eagle, yet those who found objec- 
tions to this feature have no further 
grievance, as the legs are obscured, 

The figures 1907 have displaced the 
Roman numerais. 

The sharp edge of the coin has been 
eliminated. Around it are stars and the 
phrase, “E Pluribus Unum.”

‘Gift Expected by Brown, 
Bailey and McDonald. 
ENTOMBED TEN DAYS 
Their Wives, Always at Mine 


Entrance, Encourage Party 
Trying to Save Them.

ELY, Nev., Dec. 17.—Urged by three 


women who have stood at the entrance 
to the Alpha mine day and night, a res- 
cue party which has faced nearly every 
obstacle that couiu arise is working 
three imprisoned 
men and bring them to the surface alive 
before Christmas day. The three wom- 
en are the wives of miners Brown, Bai- 
ley and McDonald, who for 10 days have 
bedn entombed in a little pump house 
110 feet down in the earth. 

Since a week ago last Friday these 
men have been able to communicate with 
the outside world through a_ six-inch 
steam pipe, fortunately preserved in the 
disaster which cost at least two lives. 
In a pool not 100 feet from the survivors 
float two bodies—laborers who were 
caught umawares when tons of earth 
crashed downward and caught five

In 10 days there has been no pause 
in the ingenuity that has been exerted 
to the utmost to save the three miners. 

“Tf it Is possible to rescue these men 
we will do it,”’ said the superintendent 
of the Alpha mine today. “We do not 

expect to reach them within two or 
three cays, but’ we will h them ulti- 
mately, and if they can only keep up 
their courage we will take them from 
foes shaft.

“She has spent $70,000,000 in buying 
seven monster battleships, and it is re- 
ported that she has ordered two more.

“She has organized an army corps in 
Formosa, next door to the Philippines. 
She is ready in everything for war witi: 
the United States except a justifiable 
pretext. 

Hobson held that the only way to pre- 
vent a conflict with Japan would. be 
to obtain the mastery of the Pacific.

Sunday laws iaborend in various eneten in such 
manner as to interfere with decorous amuse- 
ment, the operation’ of street cars, the purchase 

f necessaries and the perforthance ‘of labor not 
conveniently interrupted emphasize the fact. that 
these enactments are religious In effect and in in- 
spiration. : 

If they were not religious laws they would not 
apply to Sunday only. They are religious laws 
because they aim to compel the religious observ- 
ance of a particular day. If they were not re- 
ligious laws—if they were, in fact, such sanitary, 
social and police regulations as the courts hold 
them to be—they would not specify one day in 
the week as holy; they would prohibit seven 
days of work. 

When we consider that there is no unanimity 
among Christians as to the merits of Sabbatari- 
anism and that even among those who profess 
to find something sacred in the day itself it is 
commonly seen that many people suspend their 
principles on slight occasion, the gravity of these 
invasions of popular rights must be apparent 
to all. 

The high importance of a day of rest is denied 
by nobody. It is absolutely essential to the wel- 
fare of mankind. ‘No one is more vitally inter- 
ésted in its preservation than the tofling millions. 
They, cannot afford to be deprived of it. But 
their profoundest concern in the matter is social 
and physiological, and not religious, With free- 
dom they can order their wholesome leisure as 
they please. Without freedom they might as well 
be. at work. | 

There is danger to this element in the drastic 
enforcement of religious laws on Sunday, for 
there is certain to be a reaction which will be 
mischievous. The American people will not be 
put in a strait-jacket on any day of the week, 
t is tg be feareti that when they destroy these 
religious laws they will not in all cases have the 
wisdom to put something better in their places. 

Taking into account only the secular features 
of a day of rest, it is probable that the labor 
ing than any religious law has done. They pro- 
hibit six consecutive days of work in most cases 
and in some instances they do not permit more 
than five. These regulations are enforced. Sun- 
day laws are effective only in spots and spas- 
modically. 

Since the purpose of Sunday laws when adopt- 


they have failed of their object. They do not com- 
pel men to go to’ church. They do not even 
promote piety. They do more harm ‘than good, 
for, so far as they are enforced, they. interfere 


in establishing one day, any day, of rest. 

A day of rest on which the wofm*and weary 
can have no diversion, on which a mossbacked 
tyranny has laid its shackles and from which fa- 
naticism would if it could remove the sunlight, 
is a mockery. The churches promoting this sort 
of thing may properly be reminded that an awak- 
ened sense of liberty and justice in this country 
may not hesitate at reprisals. 

Religion owes much to the toleration and favor 
o* millions who do not attend upon its services. 
Religion will do well, therefore, to content itself 
with conquests. spiritual, surrendering wholly the 
idea that the Kingdom of God is to be ushered 
in by a be-it-enacted.

Boom Expected to Get Frosty 
Reception at Meeting in 
. St. Louis. 


Members of the Missouri Republican 
Central Committee, who came to St. 
Louis Tuesday to complete arrange- 
ments for the State convention and to 
select four delegates at large and four 
alternates to the national convention, 
in addition to the nomination of 36 presi- 
dential electors, will be urged by Chair- 
man Dickey to favor Secretary of War 
Taft for the presidential nomination. 

Mr. Dickey’s decision to- boom ‘Taft 
instead of his old friend. Vice-President 
Fairbanks, has not inspired enthusiasm 
among his committee associates. 

Taft is the choice of Chairman Howe 
and his semoeta tes on the City Com- 
mittee. 

McCoy Works Against Taft. 

Mr. Dickey’s chief supporter, Thomas 
K. Niedringhaus, being bitterly opposed 
by the Howe men for national commit- 
teemen,. is naturaily averse to the Taft 
candidacy: Besides, the Niedfinghaus 
men iike Fairbanks better. Joe Mc- 
Coy, secretary under Niedringhatts when 
he was chairman of the State Commit- 
tee, was busy Tuesday morning trying 
to suppress the Taft movement. 

It will be recalled that the State 
Committee two years ago indorsed 
President Roosevelt for a third term 
provided he would accept. 

The Taft promoters held aloof from 
Missouri until the President indicat- 
ed positively that he would not ac- 
cept renomination. 

Several leaders consider it unwise 
on the part of the State Committee 
to pledge itself at this time to any 
particular candidate. Congressman 
Pat Murphy of the Sixteenth District 
and Jim Moore of Lebanon, who 
hasn’t missed a State Committee 
meeting in 30 years, do not hesitate 
to express their disapproval of the 
plan. 

Rough Passage for Taft Men. 

Two or three members favor Gov. 
Hughes cof New York for presidential 
honors. With the conflict of opinion 
now prevailing, it appears to the pol- 
iticians that Mr. Dickey’s resolution 
to put Missouri on record for the War 
Secretary will die a’borning. 

There is a possibility that at the 
committee session Tuesday afternoon a 
resolution. will be introduced declaring 
against the influance of brewers in 
State politics. 

Committeeman Stifel of the Twe'fth 
district, who always has run a brewery 
and enjoys a 10-years’ membership in 
the councils of the Missouri Republican 
organization, says if this is done he will 
present a counter resolution to the ef- 
fect that the brewers are minding their 
own bus'ness and should be let alone. 

Not more than one-third of the com- 
mittee is in St. Louis, but this number 
helds proxies for the remainder. ‘The 
early arrivals at State headquarters in- 
cluded N. A. Mozley, W. H. Hallet, John 
Egger, Pat Murphy, F. G. Ferris, Rush 
Lake, D. Evans, John M. Wi'liams, 
Lee Woods, S. T. Aydelott and Senator 
Henry L. Eads.

The Aurora savant says that he has 
solved practically the whole scheme 
of material life; the thing is simple— 
peanuts and bananas. Eat ‘em and 
thrive., Don’t bother with working too 
hard, for you can live on 15 cents a 
day and wax fat. If you love to work, 
go ahead, as on peanuts and bananas 
twice one’s usual work may be done 


twice as easily. 
Dr. Allen was in fine physical condi- 


tion when he ended his novel 60-day 
test. He will now start.on a 60 days’ 
test of bananas. 

“If people lived Gn peanuts and ba- 
nanas,”’ he said, “it would cost them 
not more than 15 cents a day, and they 
would be saved all the trouble of cook- 
ing, all the expense of servants. It 
takes an hour to eat a meal of peanuts, 
but you can eat the goobers at your 
desk or bench—while you are at work, 
anywhere.’’

As a sign of the times, disbursements are 
either being passed, deferred or reduced fol- 
lowing the recassion in business since the 
first of September. Thirty corporations have 
reduced their dividends since announcements 
were made on Aug. 28. and present indica- 
tions point to further radical changes dur- 
ing the next three months. So far the loss 
of income to stockholders amounts to over 
$11,000.000. 


Bank exchanges last week at all leading 
cities in the United States were $2,029,209. - 
293. a decrease of 33.4 per cent, compared 
with the corresponding week of last year. 
The loss is still heavy at nearly every city. 
but is especially large at New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, New Orleans, Louisville and 
San Francisco. In the West there is some 
little relaxation from previously existing con- 
ditions and losses are smaller at some points, 
Minneapolis reporting a small increase in 
exchanges compared with a year ago. At 
Baltimore, also, the decrease is not as large 
as at some other points. Average daily bank 
exchanges for the year to date are compared 
below for three years:
